SENATOR HEFLIN ATTACKS DECISION 
OF FARM BUREAU FEDERATION 
Senator Thomas Heflin,'always considered as an official 
well versed in the problems of agriculture, takes sharjp 
issue with the Alabama farm bureau in its contention that 
the government should continue tb make reports on the 
progress of the cotton crop. 
The divergent views of 
Senator HefUn and the bureau will serve to draw more 
attention to the pract eg of the government» crop re­ 
porting bureau, which fact, in itself, should prove of 
some benefit. 
If the crop reporting bureau realizes that cotton pro­ 
ducers a rt determined to check carefully every announce­ 
ment it makes, then the bureau is likely to be very earn­ 
est in its quest for accurate figures. 
Senator Heflin very properly points out some of the 
inaccuracies he believes he has found in various estim ates 
and expresses amazement th a t in the face of these allega-* 
ticwis, the bureau could still find it desirable to request the 
continuation of th # reports. 
Senator Heflin overlooks the contention made by The 
Daily and some other newspapers that accuracy in their 
figures should be demanded of the crop reporting bu­ 
reau, at the same time, there are many reasons why the 
collection of these figures should be continued.

For that reason the public generally cannot be so much 
concerned over w hether th e amount of the bonds shall be 
$75,000,000 or less, but the public’s concern should be in 
seeing th at the bond issue for some amount actually is 
submitted.
